IMPORTANT DECISION, 


Tbe S ecretary o f th e In terio r D isposes o l 
th e F la c erv ille T ow n S ite Case. 
W a s h in g to n , April 19th.—The Secretary 
of the Interior has decided the case of Ba­ 
tista 'Papinan vs. Thomas Anderson et al,, 
applicants for patents for the Enterprise 
mine, located within the patented limits of 
the town site of PiacerviUe, Cal. 
He recites 
in detail the legislation touching the town 
site and mining rights, and as a guide in correct 
practice lays down substantially the following 
proposition : 
1. That the owner of a town 1 >t, under a 
city title, may be recognized as an adverse 
claimant nnier th9 mining etatutes to de­ 
mand a stay of proceedings for the purpose 
cf bringing suit in Court to determine the 
right of possession, and all collateral ques­ 
tions, if he shall elect to come forward and 
set up Lis own title and deny the right cf the 
mining applicant, although it may perhaps 
not be incumbent upon him to do so, in order 
to protect his own title under a town site 
patent already issued, 
2. That a reservation from a patent to a 
town site of any mine of gold, silver, cinna­ 
bar or copper, at or near to any valid mining 
claim cr possession, held under the existing 
laws of Congress, following the language of 
town rite laws, leaves cut of said patent such 
mine3 aud sueh mining rights as existed at its 
date, and it is toe duty of this D partment 
to aid the law and allow claims to mining 
ground to be presented and patents to be ob­ 
tained, limited to the precise extent of the 
reservation so made. 
3. That to procure such patent the appli­ 
cant will be required to show affirmatively 
the true location of the vein and the extent 
of his own claim for surfaco ground, exhibit­ 
ing by his plat its relation to all other claims, 
and to streets, blocks and municipal or other 
improvements ; also to prove the necessity of 
such surface ground to the use and operating 
of his mine. 
If the location antedates the 
town site appropriation he mu-.t connect him­ 
self with the original cDim, as actually pos­ 
sessed and claimed, not in excess cf the sur­ 
face ground allowed by law and local usage 
at the date of the town site appropriation. 
4. That w.ien such showing has bsen made, 
sufficient to establish a dear prima facia case, 
the applicant may be allowed to proceed by 
publication, rs in other cases, subject to the 
tiling cf an adverse claim, and the proceed­ 
ings in Court; and if no adverse claio s nre 
filed he may have his patent, upon completing 
Lii proofs and entiy. 
Such patent to contain 
the u-ual reservations respecting town rights.

CRUELTY 
AND 
THE 
STOCK BUSINE3S 


The cattle business of the great central 
basin has advanced to such proportions 
now as to command attention such as was 
not dreamed of by even the most sanguine 
a very few years ago. 
It is unquestion­ 
ably a business of very qnick and very 
large returns, with correspondingly heavy 
involyem ent of risk. 
The important posi­ 
tion it occupies now with referonce to the 
European meat market, and the changes 
that must be effected in it with the nar­ 
rowing of the free ranges, are subjects that 
it is our intention to treat 
separately, 
and from a purely commercial standpoint 
of view. 
For the present purpose it is 
needed but to refer to the matters named, 
a id to recall to the reader’s mind the im­ 
mensity of tho business and of the trans­ 
portation involved ; to direct attention to 
the alleged extreme and uncalled-for cru­ 
elty that marks the trade. 


W e have the statement of President 
E. L. Brown, of the American Humane 
Association, that the cruelty practiced in 
the cattle business is of a character and 
extent that is a burning reproach to Ameri­ 
cans as a civilized people. 
W e may safely 
take the statements of gentlemen officially 
situated as is Mr. Brown with some char­ 
itable allowance, because his very position 
tends to lead him to extreme views. 
Of 
this we do not complain. 
H e and his 
would be able to accomplish no reforms in 
tho treatment of animals by man, were 
they not, in a sense, extremists. 
But af­ 
ter setting off a broad margin for the sus­ 
ceptibility and sensitiveness of the mem­ 
bers of the Humane Society and their zeal 
as reformers, enough remains to shock the 
moral sense of all decent men. 
For instance, there are 10,000 men em­ 
ployed about the cattle yards of Chicago. 
Of these, nearly one-half have become so 
embrutcd ky the nature and practice of 
their calling that, as one gentleman phrased 
it, according to Mr. Brown, “ they are lit­ 
tle better than 
murderers." 
W e ’ can 
readily conceive how this may be. 
The 
association with scenes in which dnmb 
beast are driven daily beneath the ax in 
vast numbers must have a tendency to 
deaden the sensibility to pain and blood­ 
shed. 
Out of this conviction grew the old 
English law castom to reject butchers as 
jurors, the belief being that the calling ren­ 
dered the man callous, in greater or less de­ 
gree,to the gentler sentiments. We are told 
that in the western and central parts of the 
great basin, along the great railroad lines, 
m atters are very bad, and that the stock 
men, removed from the civilizing influences 
of large communities, are often barbarous 
in their handling of cattle, and go so far 
as to delight in the cruelty they inflict. 
They arrive at th at.state which owes its 
pleasure to another’s pain. 
Stock is, it is 
charged, packed in cars and tortured with 
sharp prods, eyes are punched out or torn 
from the sockets, limbs broken, tongues 
tw isted to the roots and other cruelties 
practiced by the hardened drovers. 
They 
become, it is charged, heartless to the suf­ 
ferings of the animals, over-drive them, 
deprive them for long periods of water and 
food, and then give them salt and finally 
water to fill them out and increase their 
weight. 
They leave them to perish by the 
thousand of biting cold in winter, when 
they m ight be driven to at least partial 
shelter from the piercing blasts of the 
ranges. 
I t is charged that at tim es in hot 
weather as many as 1,000 
hogs 
have 
been taken from a single train, smothered 
to death, and it is intim ated that utiliza- 


¿¡on of the carcasses in such cases for lard, 


oleomargarine and other purposes is not 
prevented by the manner cf death. 
AA e 
were told last winter of thousands of cattle 
standing along the line of the L nion 1 a- 
cific Railroad, when the thermometer w m 
30” below zero, so weakened by cold and 
hanger that they could uot move, and died 
in their tracks. 
Two years ago, says a 
N ew York paper, quoting its Cheyenne 
correspondent as authority, the bones of 
famished herds were gnawed by coyotes 
over all the country from Cheyenne to 
central Kansas. 
A Kansas paper says 
thousands of cattle were left to perish last 
winter on ranges comparatively near to 
shelter. 
The losses, says the Chicago 
Tribune, reported from 100 points in the 
first two weeks of last February, amounted 
to over §2,000,000 in value. 
Fully one- 
half cr more of thie, it is safe to assert, 
might have been prevented by ordinary 
humane precautions. 
The speculators de­ 
nied zsalonely tbeee charges, for protection 
of selfish interests and to bull the market, 
but that cruel and inhuman practices and 
barbarous neglect prevail regarding the 
care of cattle on the vast ranges, their 
treatment in transport and in stock-yards, 
and in the days immediately preceding 
slaughter at the great abattoirs, cannot bo 
denied. 
Nor can it be successfully shown 
that such cruelties have not rendered the 
animals less fit for human food ; that fe­ 
vered meats have not in consequence been 
sent to market, or meats so depleted of 
essential elements as to be absolutely inju­ 
rious to the consumer. 
The N ew York 
Tribune goes so far as to charge that a 
large proportion, sometimes amounting to 
nine-tenths, of tho beef consumed in the 
great cities is “ not meat, but fever.” 
The effort is now beiDg made by the 
humane societies to educate public senti­ 
ment on this subject, both as regards the 
care of cattle on ranges and in transporta­ 
tion, and their detention en route and as 
to their slaughter near points of delivery. 
To their aid the press has come, and in­ 
vestors also, who find, now that “ it pays ” 
in a purely financial sense to secure to cat­ 
tle proper care, aud to save the reputation 
of the American meat market. 
Several 
States and Territories have legislated on 
the subject, and it is well known that in 
California the chief companies of trans­ 
portation long since acted on the same line 
and insisted that cattle transported should 
en route have due care. 
All efforts to 
elevate the public sentim ent regarding the 
humane treatment of domestic animals 
should receive the encouragement of all 
good men. 
As to the particular business 
just noticed, it is probable that stock-men 
will be compelled to provide shelter and 
food for herds in winter, and this will be 
all the more necessary as the boundaries of 
the free ranges narrow. 
The result will 
be compensating improvement in beef, re­ 
duction of hazard in the business, and con­ 
sequently a surer, if not a larger, return of 
profit. 


MR. 
LOWELL IS RIGHT. 


GENERAL NEWS. 


Mr. Lowell was manly and right, and 
echoed the voice of the American people 
when he exclaimed over the oak at an Eng­ 
lish banquet the other day, “ Americans 
do not believe that assassination Í3 war, or 
that dynamite is the raw material of pol­ 
icy.” 
Y et the N ew York World, actuated 
by the fear that it might lose some foreign 
voters to its party if it did not rebuke the 
patriotic sentim ent embodied in the quota­ 
tion, declared last week that “ it is by no 
means certain that his countrymen go with 
him on this proposition.” It then proceeds 
to excuse the dynamite fiends on the 
ground that in open war the Irish have no 
chance against their conquerors. 
W e are 
just as positive that Mr. Lowell’s country­ 
men are with him, aud to put it to the test 
let the W orld move for Mr. Lowell’s rep­ 
rimand, and note the result. 
It will be 
found the American heart is not yet gan­ 
grened with communism and nihilism aud 
dynamitism, and has no responsive beat 
for assassins of any kind, race, politics or 
condition. 


INHARMONIOUS.

Governor Cleveland 
vetoed a bill reconstructing the organiza­ 
tion of the Bnffalo fire department. 
H íb 
objection was a good one—that the bill, 
although enlarging Democratic patronage, 
would be injurious to the public interest. 
Whereupon, and while the good people of 
New York were applauding, a leader of the 
party introduces into the Legislature a 
new bill to accomplish the very thing the 
Governor objected to as inimical to the 
best interests of the people. 
This bill is

party is arrayed against the Governor, who 
is at the head of it. 
It is another exempli­ 
fication of the rapacity of the baser ele­ 
ments of the party, and the rule of the 
bosses.

Donegal, 
T h e S ta r R o u te W e a r in e ss. 
W a s h in g to n , April 19;h.—Iu the star 
route trial tc-day Kerr commenced summing 
up for the Government. 
H e referred to vol­ 
uminous records cf over 4,100 pages, and said 
that it was his duty to bring the salient 
points to the attention of the jury. 
Begin­ 
ning with the indictment, ho explained the 
law upon which it was founded. 
A t first, he 
said, it had included eight persons, but that 
number had been reduced to five. 
Beck was

A n A d v e n tn r o n s L ife . 
N ew Y o r k , April 19tb.—John A. A.Ward 
died in Brooklyn recently. 
Ward was born 
in New York in 1829, went into the navy at 
the age of 14 years, and was on board the 
United 
States ship-of-war Columbus, on 
which Farragut was Lieutenant, when the 
Chinese ports were opened to American com­ 
merce. 
The Columbus was the first Ameri­ 
can ship to enter a Chinese port. 
In 1848 he 
made several voyages in the packet ship New 
World, then one of the largest ships in. the 
world. 
In 1849 Ward went to California and 
spent several years in the hills, digging gold 
and hunting. 
During the war he waB in the 
employ of the Government in transporting 
troops. 
He navigated the rivers and lakes of 
Central America, experienced ranch life in 
the interior of Texas, and for a period of 
thirty years wandered on land and B ea, and 
experienced changes of scene and vicissitudes 
of fortune that rarely fall to the lot of man, 
T h e F o r d B r o th e r s.

The agent of the Ford brothers 
wrote to Kelly, asking if he could not give 
the combination an engagement at the Na­ 
tional. 
When Kelly sat dowa to answer the 
application, an evil genius whispered that it 
would be funny to write, in effect, that theie 
was no opening this year for the company, 
but in July, 1982, he would be truly happy 
to let the sanguinary young men display them­ 
selves in his house. 
The message was writ­ 
ten on a postal card and mailed, aud in due 
time reached the agent of Ford.

R ich m o n d , April 19ih.—T ha announce­ 
ment that a number-of skeletons of dead Con­ 
federates, who fell at Seven Pines, have re­ 
cently been plowed up by farmers living near 
the historic battlefield, has caused quite a stir 
in this city.

ot the prisoners, including Bernard Gallagher 
and Whitehead, were informally charged with 
treason and felony. 
Norman testified that 
his real name wa3 William Joseph Lynch, 
born of Irish parents- in the Sta*e of New 
York. 
Ha swore he worked in October last 
at a coachbuilder’s in Brooklyn. 
A t that 
time he joined a secret society in New York, 
the object of which was to free Ireland by 
force. 
The members were not known to each 
other by names. 
Members were selected to 
go on a mission. 
He was sent to Dr. Thomas 
Caiiagher. who lived at Greer.point. L. I. 
Gallagher told him he woe to go to London, 
and would know what for when he got there. 
Gallagher gave him $50 and told him to take 
steerage passage ou the steamer Spain, 
under the name of Normau. 
Gallagher 
gave him $100 moro and told him to go to 
London and inquire at the American E x­ 
change for a letter addressed to him. 
Lynch 
did not want to go, as he had relatives to sup­ 
port, but finally went. 
Gallagher gave 
iiim a small box. 
He examined this on the 
steamer, and finding it contained a spring 
which worked by pressure, became alarmed 
and threw it into the sea. 
Lynch reached 
London March 22J. 
Met Gallagher in Lon­ 
don on the 27th. 
On the 28 ;h they walked 
past the scene of the Westminster explosion. 
On his asking Gallagher if “ that’s what we 
are going to do?” tho latter answered “ Yes.” 
Gallagher viewed the Houses of Parliament 
and Baid, “ They will make a great crash 
when they come down.” 
A t this point Gal­ 
lagher shouted out from the dock, “ You are 
an infamous liar.” Lynch repeated the state­ 
ments of Gallagher as to what destruction was 
to be wrought. 
He said he inferred from the 
talk of his co-conspiratcr that O’Donavan 
Rossa was in the scheme. 
Rossa was re­ 
ferred 
to 
as 
“ the old 
man.” Lynch 
testified 
that 
he 
went 
to 
Birmingham 
to see Whitehead at Gallagher’s request, 
for some material. 
Gallagher gave him 
money to buy a presentable trunk, in which 
to put the stuff he was to get from W hite­ 
head. 
Whitehead put him iu the way of get­ 
ting an India-rubber bag. 
Lyuch confirmed 
all the evidence submitted at the hearing last 
Thursday as to Gallagher having called fcr 
him and Fletcher. He said tbat when W hite­ 
head was loading the nitro-glycerine into the 
rubber bag he told Lynch that fifty pounds 
had been taken away that day. 
Whitehead 
also told him that he would soon know what 
the liquid was. 
Whitehead here shouted, 
"Y ou lie, you traitor!” 
Lynch further testified (hat Gallagher met 
him wheu ho returned to London from Bir­ 
mingham with the nitro-glycerino. 
He had 
never seen Rny persons before except Gal­ 
lagher and Whitehead. 
Lynch fainted while his deposition was be­ 
ing read over, and had to be removed from 
tho Court-room. 
Examination adjourned until to morrow. 


L o n d o n , April 19 ;h.—Bernard Gallagher 
ha? mads a statement to the effect that he is 
a native of Scotland, aud returned there 
from America to work as an iron molder.

A FEAEFUL CATASTROPHE. I 


SAEEGEB 
HALL CRUSHED BY FALLING 
WALL. 


Betwen Tw enty and T h irty Men Burled 
In th e Debris—List of th e Killed 
an d W ounded 


About 12 o’c'ock last night a fire broke out 
in the kitchen of the Campi Restaurant, on 
the north side cf K street, between Fifth 
and Sixth Btreet?, and under Grand Army 
Hall. 
A few 
minutes 
afterward 
ihe 
western 
wall 
of 
the 
hall 
fell 
outward, 
falling 
on 
the 
roof 
of 
a cn-:-story building occupied by Ziegler ic 
Hitzenbcrger a? a saloon, and known a? 
“ Saengar Halle,” which caused the roof to 
fall in, carrying everything into the base­ 
ment. 
This place has always been a resort 
for musicians, and a large crowd, including 
many members of tho First Artillery band, 
were in the sr.looc. 
The number is variously 
estimated at from twenty to forly. 
The fire 
department responded promptly to the alarm 
of fire, and after extinguishing the fire turned 
their attention to rescuing 
those buried 
in the debris. 
Many of those who wero 
standing near to the wall on either side were 
removed with but little difficulty; some 15 or 
18 were taken out in this way more or less 
injured. 
Near the center of the building the 
debris fell clear to the ground, and from here 
the first removed was the dead body of John 
Hitzenberger, one cf the proprietors of the 
saloon. 
The second body removed was tbat 
of an elderly man about 00 years of age, re- 
epzctqbly dreesed, but his head and face were 
crushed eo that he could not be recognized. 
He had short chin whiskers and mnstache, 
both grey. 
On the body was found a gold 
watch and chain. 
Following is a list of those injured, as 
fully as could 
be obtained 
before tho 
R ecobd-Union went to press this morning; 
William Meyers, 
mail agent on Folsom 
raiUoad, seriously injured about the head 
and otherwise bruised ; Herbert Bilee, sev­ 
eral Ecalp-wounds and hurt in the back; 
James Lambert, injuries on head; Charles 
Evans, hurt on head and otherwise bruised ; 
James M cNulty, hurt on the head; Frank 
Bragg (" D iv y ”), substitute fireman, cnt in 
jaw and neck ; L, W. Lucas, back bruised 
and other injuries; J. Wccdbridge, hurt 
about the head and arm badly injured; Jo­ 
seph Reddy, severely injured about head and 
generally; John Higgins, hurt on head and 
in le g ; John Sullivan, scalp wound—not 
serious; George Loder, cf Washington, seri­ 
ously bruised ; Jno. McAllistor, scaly wounde, 
but not serious. 
Besides those mentioned above there were 
several others who were removed with but a 
few scratches and slight brnisas. 
A t about 2:30 A. M. the walls upan either 
Bide of th9 building threatened to fall in, and 
searching for the bodies was suspended until 
the walls cauld be propped up. 
Henry Hopfe and a man named Sweitzar 
were known to have been in tho saloon 
shortly before the 
accident occurred, and 
were not found afterwards. 
A s fast as the men were removed from the 
debris they were taken to the livery stable 
directly across the street. 
A number of phy­ 
sicians were at band as soon as they could be 
summoned, and everything possible was done 
to relieve the Bufferers. 
Both of the dead 
bodies were removed to the Coroner’s office. 
Almost as soon as the building had fallen 
there was a large force cf volunteers at work 
extricating tho injured from the ruins. Much 
credit is due to the members of the fire de­ 
partment and to the police officers. 
Chief Engineer Sullivan was juet iu the 
door of the saloon, in tho act of entering, 
when the building fell. 
There is r.o particular reason assigned for 
the wall of the Grand Army Hall falling. 
But it was only an 8 inch brick wall, and has 
been considered unsafe for some time. 
Only 
latt Friday evening there was a social enter­ 
tainment given th = re, and on Sunday evening 
the Land League held their regular meeting 
there. 
On Friday evening word was sent to 
the hall not to allow dancing on account of 
the 
dangerous 
condition of 
the build­ 
ing. 
There ere 
many who thick they 
heard 
an 
explosion 
a 
moment befcre 
the crash came, but it Í3 Supposed to have 
been the sound canrsd by the wail iu falling. 
A theory was advanced that tho beiler con­ 
nected with the stove in the 
restaurant 
kitchen had exploded, but it was found to be 
unfounded. 
As the wall wss but an 8-incfi 
one. and very old, the concussion caused by 
the firemen and ottaeis probably broke the 
slender thread which held it. 
The hall was owned by Mr?. J. Gregory, 
and occupied by the restaurant and by Cha-. 
Flohr, the gunsmith. 
The owner of the 
fallen building was Mr?. R. R. Hermosilla. 
The falling cf the saloon building caused ths 
wall of 
the building ou the west 
side 
to break near the top, 
and it leaned 
towards the fallen building considerably, 
and it was frcm this wall that the danger was 
apprehended which caused the work of re­ 
moving the debiis to stop. 
Men were put to 
work at once bringing timbers to propnp this 
wall, after which the work of removing the 
rnins was resumed. 
The latter building is 
owned by Chris. Weieel, and is occupied by 
Wilcox, Powers & Co. 
Mr. Hiizsnloerger, who wen killed, was a 
member of the First Artillery band, about 27

BOARD OF SUPERVISORS—LICBN3S OR­ 
DER 
ADOPTED. 


A t tha meeting of the Board of Supervisors 
yesterday the rules were impended and claims 
allowed as follows: J . N. Larkin, advertis­ 
ing, $26; James N, Hoke, work in Hoad 
District No. 6, $165; N. Patton, work in 
Itoad District No. 9, $170 50; William H al­ 
ler, jury fees, $26 75. 
An ordinance fixing licenses and providing 
for their collection was introduced by Chair­ 
man Smith, I t provided that auctioneers 
shall be divided into eight cl Uses, with 
licenses fixed as follows : First, those whose 
average monthly sales amount to $100,000 and 
upwards, $100 por quarter ; S75.0C0, license 
of $300; $50.000, license of $200; $30,000, 
license of $125; $20,000, license of $100; 
$10,000, iiceuse of $30; $2.500, license of 
$20 ; leas than 82.500, license of $12. 
Bankers and brokers are divided into six 
classes, as follows: Those doing business in 
the aggregate to the amount of $250,000 per 
quarter shall pay a license of $100 per quar­ 
ter ; $200,000, a license of $80; $100,000, a 
license of $40; $50,000, a license of $25; 
$5,000, a license of $15 ; under $5,000, a li­ 
cense of $10. 
Billiard table, $3 per quarter; bowling 
alley, $3 per quarter. 
First-class theaters seating 975, if for less 
than one month, $5 per day; seating under 
975, second-class, $3 per day ; first-class one 
month, $75; second-class, $50; first-class per 
quarter, $200 ; second class, §120; first-class 
per year, $500; second class, $300; circus, 
menagerie, etc , $10 for each exhibition ; ma­ 
gicians, etc., $5 per day. 
I’awnbroker, $25 per quarter; intelligence 
office, $10 per quarter. 
Saloons : Those making average monthly 
sales of $10,000, $40 per m onth; $5,000, a 
iicense of $25 per m onth; less than $5,000, a 
license of $5 per month. 
Merchants, livery stables, etc., are divided 
as follows : First class—Those who are esti­ 
mated to make average monthly sales or hir­ 
ing to the amount of §100,000 or more, $50 
per month. Second class—§75,000 monthly 
sales, $37 50 per month. Third class—$50,­ 
000 monthly sales, $25 per month. Fourth 
class—$40,000 monthly ea'es, $20 per month. 
Fifth class—$30,000 monthly sales, $15 per 
ng-iy.th. Sixth class—§20,000 monthly sales, 
§10 „spir month. 
Seventh cla38 — $10,000 
monthly sales, $7 50 per month. 
Eighth 
class—S5.000 monthly sales, $5 per month. 
Ninth class—$2,500 monthly sales, $3 per 
month. 
Tenth class—$1,250 monthly safes, 
§1 50 per month. Elevanth class—Less than 
§1,250 monthly sales, $1 per month. 
Peddlers on foot, $3 per m onth; with 
wagon, §10 per month ; trading boat, mer­ 
chant licence. 
Stallions that are hired for the uses of 
propagation by the season at $50, are required 
to pay a license of $59 ; hired for $25, a li­ 
cense of $30; at $10, a license of $15; under 
$10, a license of $10. Jacks, at $20 per sea­ 
son, a license of $20; under $20, a license of 
810. 
All licenses are payable in advance at the 
office of the Tax Collector. The last section 
of the ordinance requires that it shall go iuto 
effect immediately, 
Bailey moved that the ordinance be adopt­ 
ed. Steiaman moved to amend by allowing 
it to take effect July 1st, Amendment lost. 
Steinman, Blair and Gotthib voting aye. 
The motion to adopt was then carried by the 
following vote : Ayes—McLaughlin, Bailey, 
Christy, Smith.

Baker left his room by the window, going on 
to a porch which was Burrounded bya railing, 
threw himself over, and, striking upon the 
cobble paved alley twenty-five feet below, 
received injuries which will no doubt prove 
fatal. He evidently tried to strike upon his 
bead, and partially succeeded. The City Phy­ 
sician being again enmmoned, he regarded the 
injuries aa fata!, and had the man removed 
to the County Hospital. Upon examination 
of the man’s pockets a Bmall rope, about a 
quarter cf an inch in diameter and six or 
seven feet long, was found, which further in­ 
dicated premeditated self-destruction.
